quite possible. The directors of Moore Corporation 
have been exceedingly conservative in the matter of 
dividends in the past but it is quite possible that the 
trend toward taxation of reserves may bring about a 
more generous policy. 

No official figures as to 1926 earnings have been 
made public but it is well known that there has been 
a further extremely satisfactory upturn during the 
year, some optimists even predicting a figure of $4 
per share. In 1935 the company’s earnings rose to 
$2.18 per share on the common against $1.14 in 1934; 
$0.27 in 1932; a deficit 1932: $0.70 in 
1931; $1.26 in 1930 and $2.54 in 1929. The highest 
dividend ever previously paid on the common was $1 
annually, established in 1929 and carried on through 
1950. In 1932, 3715 cents was paid, nothing in 1933 
and 50 cents in 1934 and 1925. The renewed $1 rate 
was established with the April payment of this year 
and the 40 cents for the final quarter brings distribu 
tion to date on account of 1936 to $1.15. 

As to balance sheet position, the report at the 
close of 1935 showed total current assets of $4,229,- 
348, including cash of $1,142,618 and Government 
bonds of $215,000, against total current liabilities of 
$954,940. or a ratio of 4.43 to 1. Net working cap- 
ital at $3,274,409 was up from $2,791,225 a year pre- 
viously, and despite the payment of dividends at a 
rate double 1934 distribution, $327,144 was added to 
surplus, bringing that amount to $933,275. To the 
best of my knowledge the company is not engaging in 
any campaign of expansion which would require any 
large amount of money and there would seem to be 
no reason for further strengthening of such an 
enviable corporate position. 

Moore Corporation, which is a very large manu- 
facturer of sales books and business forms, is direct- 
lv dependent for its prosperity or otherwise on the 
general levels of business. There seems to be no 
reason why the current upward trend should not 
continue well through 1957 and it is quite reasonable 
therefore to expect further expansion of sales and 
profits. Levels for the common stock will undoubt- 
edly be influenced by the general market trend and it 
is more than that vields on high-grade 
equities may not be high. On the basis of the com- 
pany’s expe ected performance, however, the trend for
